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Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed amendments to the claims will not be entered since the proposed 
amendments would require further consideration and/or further search. Additionally, the 
proposed amendments are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal 
by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 14 November 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues on pages 17 and 18 of the remarks that: 

The designated print-order acceptor information and the store location 
information of Garfinkle et al. are different 

a. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Garfinkle et al. disclose associating 
with the images, an access code with the location of where the film was received 
and the location of where the images were created (col. 4, lines 60-65). 
Garfinkle et al. further disclose that the fulfillment center, which produces prints 
(col. 2-3, lines 67, 1-3), can be the same entity as the developer and/or the 
scanning center (col. 3, lines 16-19). Thus, the locations with the access code 
clearly indicate print-order acceptor information. 



Applicant argues on pages 19 of the remarks that: 
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Garfinkle et al. do not teach or suggest a recording medium as including 
the server-connection address information and the designated print-order 
acceptor information. < 

b. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Garfinkle et al. disclose the server- 
connection address information (col. 4, lines 6-10) and the designated print-order 
acceptor information (col. 4, lines 60-65) stored together with the images (col. 4, 
lines 21-27). 



Applicant argues on pages 19 of the remarks that: 

The upload interface A of Garfinkle et al. cannot be utilized to print images 
and thus does not teach the feature of the terminal unit. 

c. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The terminal unit as claimed by the 
applicant does not print images. In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that 
the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the terminal unit printing images) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 



Applicant argues on pages 25 of the remarks that: 

The recording medium as recited as eguivalent to a computer storage 
(computer storage, col. 3. lines 56-58) in the Non-Final Office Action of March 9. 
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2005, and the recording medium as recited as a film roll (col. 4, lines 14-20) or the 
local machine of the photographer (col. 4, lines 21-23) of the Response to 
Arguments in the Final Office Action of August 8, 2005, is a new ground of 
rejection, 

d. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Garfinkle et al. disclose images 
stored in a directory on a local machine of the photographer or at the scanning 
center (col. 4, lines 21-23). The directory stored in memory constitutes computer 
memory.
